FIFA HAS GOOFED! 


THOSE Soccer fans, myself among them, 
who were disappointed with certain 


aspects of the recent World Cup, will 


receive no joy from the latest FIFA position 


on controversial matters such as the penal- 
ty deciders and video support for referees. 


Readers of 
STRALIAN SOCCER 
WEEKLY will be aware 
that I advocated a count- 
back system to replace 
the penalty shootout and 
also feel that referees 
need the support of 
video evidence in crucial 
decisions. 

The count-back sys- 
tem, where drawn 
games are decided by 
the team with the best 
record going forward in 
the event of a drawn 
game after extra time, 
would also mean teams 
have to play for goals 
and wins in the earlier 


feels differently 
as their articles in the 
recent FIFA News clear- 
ly illustrate. 

“Substantial criticism 
regarding the taking of 
penalty kicks. was level- 
led at FIFA and we must 
point out that, whilst 
nobody is happy over 
being eliminated on 
penalty kicks, none criti- 
cised the system when it 
was announced. 

“One notices that the 
criticism of the system is 
often connected to the 
popularity of the team 
eliminated (Brazil, 

ico) and thus the 
reasons are of a more 
emotional than rational 
nature. 

“FIFA has to start out 
from certain circumstan- 
tial obligations when 
drawing up a system. 

“One of the most im- 
portant constraints is the 
duration of the tourn: 
ment which cannot be 
extended at free will. 

“Another criterion is 
the equality of the 
chances among the 
teams which as a result 
puts replays way into the 
background. 

Lastly, one thing 
should not be. over- 
looked, the penalty is a 
part of football. The 
participating athlet 
still constitute_the_de 


sive factor in taking 
penalties, the ball and 
the foot remain in the 
game. 

“FIFA will examine 
the system. We feel 
however that generally it 
has proyen worthwhile. 
It is also not beneficial 
to the reputation of the 
World Cup if the system 
is being changed each 
time and finally a winner 
had to be determined 
from the second round 
games. 

“The suspense creat- 
ing factor was an essen- 
tial and positive element 
of the championship.” 

Which all still does 
not convince me. The 
countback system is fair- 
er, encouraging’ teams to 
“go for goals from game 
one’? and enables the 
best teams to progress, 
not the lottery system of 
penalty kicks, 99% of 
which should be retaken 
anyhow if the laws of the 
game were strictly 
applied. 

FIFA was equally 


supportive of the no 
video argument as put 
forward by Helmut Kiss- 
ner in the German 
magazine “Der Fuss- 
balltrainer’” which in 
part says ... “Televi 
sion verdicts are attacks 
on the Laws of the 
Game’. 


“They are an attempt 
to manipulate them 
from outside and to 
undermine them. 

“The referee in fact is 
a game participant, a 
part of it and its laws 
with the task to imple- 
ment the laws and his 
decisions are to be 
accepted by the other 
game participants. 

“His mistakes are in- 
cluded or to be included 
in the spirit of the game 
just as a misplaced pass 
from a midfielder or the 
miskick of a forward. 

“The game demands 
from all participants 
quickness, determina- 
tion and an overall 
view" 


“These high standards 
are confronted with a 
corresponding high 
proportion of mistakes. 

“The mistakes made 
by the players in a game 
surpass the ones of the 


referee by far, 

“I do not believe that 
it would be desirable to 
see some day the field 
being bordered with 
video cameras and to 
know that up in the 
grandstand a jury was 
sitting in front of TV 
screens in order to give 
at the interval and at the 
end of the match the 
corrected result and who 
would give red and_yel- 
low cards over the 
loudspeaker” concludes 
the ‘No Video’ argu- 
ment.

OUT of one man’s dream back in 1958, Across The Waves has established itself 
today as one of country Queensland’s leading Soccer clubs. 


The man who started 
the dream was Ernie 
Sergiacomi, and he and 
a group of fellow Ita- 
lians decided what Bun- 
daberg Soccer needed 
was a little bit of con- 
tinental influence.

Across The Waves 
Soccer Club was born 
and like any fledgling, it 
took a few years before 
it was able to start flap- 
ping its wings. 

_ More games were lost 
than won back in the 
early days, but under 
Sergiacomi’s guidance, 
the dream was starting 
to take shape. 

In 1968 the founda- 
tion stone was laid for a 
clubhouse, directly 
across the road from 
Bundaberg’s Soccer 
complex, Martens Oval. 

At the time the club- 
house was deemed to be 
[more important that 
having its own ground 
and in later years it 
proved to be a correct 
decision. 

In the early 1970’s it 
seemed more important 
to have players im- 
ported into clubs rather 
than coaches.

In 
using this skill, as 
well as his natural 
football brain, 
Branko regularly 
created havoc in the 
opposing defence. 
Rale Rasic always 
encouraged him to 
use his skill and to 
take on his oppo- 
nents. He played 
some absolutely 
phenomenal games 
— the best of them 
against East Ger- 
many in the 1974 
World Cup finals. 
He was top scorer 
of the 1972 Asian 
tour, during which 
he was capped for 
the first time. After 
the World Cup his 
two-goal perform- 
ance against Benfi- 
ca in Sydney in 1975 
seemed to indicate 
that his best in- 
ternational days 
were yet to come.
